There was a Catholic fascist in New York and he had a weekly standard-size paper, 
as you may remember, Grifiin, who owned the Enquirer. He was involved in the fasdistic 
Christian *ront and the #per started to fail and Gene Pope, Jr., borrowed a small sura of 
money to buy it. He remade it into a tabloid that featured blood-snd-guts stories and did 
well. Tnen he went ior the present scheme and did fantastically better. Last I heard it 
printed many more copies per issue than any other US paper, over 4,000,000.
